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‘New Letters Patent Widen Powers | Junior Chamber Of Commerce Marks Victoria Resident 


Of Governor-General In Canada’ 


Minis. | 


OTTAWA (CP)—Prime 
ter King today anhounced new 
letters patent governing the 
office and appointment. of the 
Governor-General of Canada, con- 
solidating former documents and 
widening the powers of the 
King's representative in Canada 
without direct consultation with 
His Majesty. 

The new letters patent became 
effective today and. make it 
legally possible for the Governor- 
General, on the advice of Cana- 


dian ministers, to exercise any of! 


the powers and authorities of the 
Crown in respect to Canada 
without the necessity of submis- 
sion being made to the King. 

These new powers include 
among others, royal full powers 
for the signing of treaties, ratifi 
cation of treaties and the issu- 


ance of letters of credence for 
ambassadors. | 

Mr. King said the new letters 
patent had been signed by the 
King Sept. 8 and had been coun- 
tersigned by himself. They will 
be proclaimed in the Canada 
Gazette and supersede existing 
letters patent of 1931, as amended 
in 1935, and the royal instruc” 
tions of 1931. 

The announcement said the 
new letters patent will not neces- 
sitate any change in the present 
practice under which certain mat- 
ters are submitted by the Cana 
dian government to the King per- 
| sonally. However, the -Govern- 
ment of Canada will be in a posi- 
tion to determine, in any preroga- 
tive matter affecting Canada, 
whether the submission should 
go to His Majesty or to the Gov 
ernor-General.
